11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

At the bottom of pq. 13 of the remarks, dated 1/14/2010, applicant states that "Moriyama is not seen to disclose or suggest using 
different ratios for recording pixels with color ink onto black adjacent pixels than for recording pixels with color ink onto color 
adjacent pixels". This is not persuasive because applicant doesn't specify what two quantities compose the ratio, and therefore, 
claim 1 is broad, if not unclear. Thus, Fig. 26 of Moriyama can read on claim 1. For example. Fig. 26 of Moriyama shows a 
higher ratio of pixels formed with color ink in imaginary boxes (of varying sizes) comprising color adjacent pixels, than the ratio of 
pixels formed with color ink in imaginary boxes comprising black adjacent pixels.
